2.  INFECTIOUS  AHD  COIxiTAGIQUS  DISEASES, 

(a)  GENER/.L, 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  compare  figures 
for  Tells  v/ith  that  of  the  County  this  year  (See 
Tabic  ll)  Apart  from  the  diseases  specifically 
mentioned  below  the  irxidence  throughout  the 
year  was  low, 

( b )  ABORTUS  M'VER, 

Following  last  years  Annual  Repo  it,  I  formally 
recommended  that  Undulant  Fever  should  be  made'  a' 
notifiable  disease  in  this  area.  The  Public  Health 
Committee  agreed  to  take  the  same  action  as  ^alsing- 
harn  and  Docking  R.D.C’S,  and  are  awaiting  their  dec¬ 
ision.

( c )  TUBERCULOSIS . 


The  position  regarding  Tubfrculosis  has  un-  ‘ 
doubtedly  improved  from  the  administrative  point 
of  view.  ' 

(i)  I  am  now  receiving,  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  copies  of  all  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitors'  Reports  on  each  Household  visited.  These 
reports  are  of  great  value  to  me,  as  they  give'  the 
employment,  milk  supply  and  a  good  indication  of 
the  housing  conditions  of  patients  and  do  help  me 
to  make  some  attempt  to  control  the  disease,  as  the 
list  of  contacts  checked  is  also  included.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  subsequent  reports  are  not  available  and  ■ 

so  changes  in  the  circumstances  are  not  known  for 
some  time, 

(ii)  Notifications  are  also  received  of  admissions 
and  discharges  to  and  from  various  sanatoria  and 

the  Senior  o^nitary  Inspector  hsis  been  able  to  carry  . 
out  the  disinfection  of  infected  premie, es  .

It  will  "be  Geen  that  despite  this  advance 
■improve raeiit ,  the  case  rate  is  higher  for  this 
area  than  for  the  County,  and  in  fact,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  notified  is  the  highest  for  5  y-ars. 

(d)  ilhASLEo  -Bid:)  ViTHOOPIlIG  COUG-H. 

There  was  a  high  incidence  of  Heasles  and 
Whooping  Cough  in  the  area  this  yea.r,  as  the 
figures  hov^r,  and  constant  complaints  were  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  pub;j.ic  that  parents  i-ere  not 
keeping  their  children  in  quarantine  tht  propfr, 
length  of  time.  In  view  of  this,  I  put  forward 
a  proposed  letter  to  the  Council  as  shown  in 
Appendix  "n"  and  a  similar  letter  regarding 
Whooping  Cough  as  shown  in  Appendix  "B’’  .  The 
Council  approved  these,  and  now  a  copy  sent 
to  every  parent  of  a  child  notified  as  suffering- 
from  one  of,  these  diseases. 

( e  )  FOOD  POISOinWG. 

One  fatal  ca.se  occurred  in  Novpmbsr,  although 
inve st iga,t ions  did  not  give  -any  definite  evidence 
of  the  mode  of  infection.

This  v/as 
not  at  all  succes'ful  probably  due  to  the  high 
contatninat ion  of  the  water  in  the  ^uay.

One  bad  sample  was  rf-ported  from  tb*^  Midland'^, 
but  investigations  of  this  showed  that  thf  fault  was 
not  at  Wells. 

10.  ACCIDEITTb  IN  ThlE  HOliEi , 

Th c-  Local  Vo  1  u nt  a ry  Ho m e  Safety  Co nmi 1 1  f-  c  has  done 
considerable  Y/ork  during  the.  year.  The  Committ-e  has  • 
received  assistance  from  the  Council  in  that  I' was-  sent 
as  a  Delegate  to  the;  Annual  Congre^'cs  and  also,  a  film 
strip  on  Poiconous  Berries  has  been  purchased.  This 
has  been  shewn  to  a  number  of  schools  and  has. been  highly 
commended  by  the  Hearl  Teachers  cr^ncern^d.  Endeavours 
wore  made  to  get  a  Poster  printed  on  this  subject,  but 
unl'ortunat ely ,  ov^ring  to  the  high  expense  involved,  thi  = 
could  not  be  done.

De  ite 
structual  limitations  the  nanage'r  of  the  Slaughterhouse 
and  his  staff  continue  to  k^ep  a  hi^’^h  standard  of  clean¬ 
liness.

■beginning  of  the  f-nd  of  this  in-'iiac-'-,  although  the-re 
are  still  some  14  sewage  outfalls  still  flovsring  into 
the  Harbour, 

JDhis  is  the  main  factor  in  making  Wells  Mussels 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

(b)  TRADE  EFFLLH'HTS. 

The  discharge  of  the  Slaughterhouse  effluent 
into  the  harbour  whilst  not  as  dangerous  as  the 
sewage,  is  not  pleasant,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  this  should  soon  be  dive_ted  into  the  rewage 
system. 

(c)  During  the  year  one  Foriegn  Ship  entered  the’ 
harbour,  an  unparalled  event  of  the  year,  yet,  the  only 
people  not  informed  were  the  Fort ’Medical  Officer 

and  tie-  Fort  Sanitary  Inspector.  This  particular 
ship  v\ras  righted  by  the  Fort  Medical  Officer  when  off 
duty  and  rowing,  through  the  .  h'^rbour ,  for  rome  exceri'^e 
but  by  the  time  'the'  Sanitary  Inspector  heard  about 
it,  the  ship  h&d  gone. 

This  might  have  been  a  very  serious  matter,  and 
I  strongly  urge  that  some  systc’m  of  reporting  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  of  arrivals  and  departures 
of  ships,  should  be  institut(d. 

15.  COHCLUSIOH.
